idea back of the food company with 
conspicuous success. 
Under the plan, all the hackeries 
involved 
would receive exactly the 
same quality of flour, milk, salt and 
other component parts, 
lf is planned 
to keep the- quality up to standard 
through constant laboratory tests and 
the resulting products should there 
be uniform.
